To see what salaries the town will vote the 
different officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a Town Treasurer for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 6. To choose three or more Selectmen for the en- 
suing year. 


Art. 7. To choose three or more Assessors of Taxes 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To choose three or more Overseers of the Poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to have the Select- 
men act aS Road Commissioners. 
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Art. 10. To choose a Road Commissioner for the en- 
suing year. 


Art. 11. To choose a Collector of Taxes and fix his 
compensation. 


Art. 12. To choose a Collector of Excise Taxes and fix 
his compensation. 


Art. 13. To choose a Fire Chief for the ensuing year. 


Art. 14. To choose one or more Fire Wards as statute 
provided. 


Art. 15. To choose one member of the cemetery board 
for three years. 


Art. 16. To choose a Hall Janitor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to allow the Town 
Hall to be used for basketball games under reliable super- 
vision. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will allow free use of the 
Town Hall, fuel, and lights for all Girl Scout and Boy Scout 
activities. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote a date when taxes 
are due and payable. 


Art. 20. To see what discount the town will allow on 
all taxes paid on or before the due date. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men on behalf of the town to sell and dispose of any real 
estate acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon, on such terms as they deem advisable, and to ex- 
ecute quit-claim deeds for such property. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men and the Town Treasurer to borrow from banks, trust 
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companies, or individuals, as a temporary loan or loans 
to and for the use of the Town of Bradley, in anticipa- 
tion of taxes of the current municipal year of 1961, a sum 
of money in the aggregate not to exceed fifteen thousand 
dollars, and authorize the Treasurer of the town to ex- 
ecute the negotiable note or notes of the town thereof, 
payable within said municipal year from money raised by 
taxation therein and upon such terms as shall be satis- 
factory to said Treasurer and Selectmen of the town.

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Report of Nursing Association 


The Old Town, Milford, Bradley Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion has carried out a generalized public health program 
during the year 1960. 


Communicable Disease: Home visits are made to known 
cases of communicable disease. Instructions are given as 
to prevention of spreading the disease. 


Tuberculosis: One x-ray clinic (State Regional) is held 
each year at the community house in Old Town. Home vis- 
its are made to patients who are known cases of tubercu- 
losis, who are suspected cases, or who are contact cases. 
Patch testing is done on request of patient or doctor. If 
x-rays are needed between clinic appointments, arrange- 
ments are made through the Old Town, Milford, Bradley 
Tuberculosis Association. 


Maternity Health: Visits are made to expectant mothers; 
problems are discussed with the patient, helpful literature 
is given, and plans are made for the coming baby. Visits 
are made to the new born and the mother when they re- 
turn from the hospital. 


Adult Health Supervision: Visits are made to those whose 
ill health interferes with the normal way of life. The State 
Department of Vocational Rehabilitation and the State 
Mental Hygiene Clinic give valuable assistance in many 
cases. 


School Health: The nurse assists the school doctor in 
doing school physicals. The nurse acts as a consultant to 
the teachers concerning any health or emotional prob- 
lems which may arise. Visits are made to the home to 
discuss ways of correcting any defects. The audiometer 
is used to conduct hearing tests in the schools. State 
clinics are used by referral plan for children who need 
medical and follow up care. Needy children receive glass- 
es sponsored by local civic organizations. 


Health Supervision: The growth and development of a 
child are observed during the first year and through the 
preschool years to school age. We feel that progress has 
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been made for better health throughout life if good health 
habits are formed during this period of growth and de- 
velopment. Each year the association sponsors three child 
health conferences. At the clinics babies of three months 
up to preschool may receive adequate immunization and 
physical examinations. 


Morbidity: All types of nursing care are given to the 
patient in the home under the supervision of a doctor. 


Crippled Children: As health problems are encountered 
and as doctor requests, referrals are made to the State 
sponsored pediatric clinic, orthopedic clinic, cardiac clin- 
ic, mentally retarded clinic and cleft palate clinic. No- 
tices of appointments and reports of clinical findings are 
received by the nurse. Visits are made to the home to 
follow the progress of the child and to help interpret med- 
ical orders. 


The services of the Old Town, Milford, Bradley Visit- 
ing Nurse Association can be carried on as long as there 
are people and organizations interested in helping to main- 
tain it. We wish to take this opportunity to thank all the 
individuals and organizations who have made our work 
possible.

Presented here is the annual report of the Superintend- 


ent of Schools. 
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Listed are accomplishments in our school system made 
possible by the joint efforts of school personnel and citi- 
zens. 

1.. An approved course of study was organized and pro- 
vided for grades sub-primary to 12 in accordance with 
Maine Department of Education recommendations. 

2. Three new degree teachers were hired to fill va- 
cancies. 

3. Monthly school committee meetings were held. The 
School Department operated within its budget for the year. 

4. The School Department adopted a new accounting 
system to correspond with Federal and State coded systems. 

5. School buildings and equipment were maintained, 
cleaned, painted, and repaired when necessary. Fuel was 
purchased through public bid. 

6. A school population survey covering 15 years was 
completed. 

7. A series of six joint meetings was organized to study 
the possibility of forming a School Administrative District. 
Future Recommendations and Plans: 

1. Attempts will be made to provide 1 grade per teacher. 

2. More classroom space is urgently needed. 

3. A Federal Hot Lunch program should be provided. 

4. Replacement teachers will be required to have a col- 
lege degree whenever possible. 

5. A more complete testing and guidance program 
should be provided. 

6. AS more teachers are added and enrollments increase 
the principal should be allowed released time for adminis- 
trational duties. 

7. The possibility of forming a School Administrative 
District must be fully studied. 

The faculty, pupils, and superintendent, extend their 
thanks to the School Committee, Parent Teachers Associ- 
ation and citizens of Bradley for their interest and help in 
making this a successful school year.

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COMMENTS 


There has been a gain in unappropriated surplus of $2,- 
259.46 which was due principally to the minor overdrafts 
in departmental operations, in comparison with an accumu- 
Jation of unexpended balances. The $1.49 overdrawn in 
snow removal account is the only one due to the current 
year’s operations; this is a remarkable achievement. An 
unavoidable overdraft in the prior year was due to not 
providing for interest on the new financing for school con- 
struction. This item was carried forward in anticipation 
of raising the needed amount in 1960 which did not take’ 
place, hence, it was lapsed to surplus at the end of this 
year. 


In addition to the scheduled retirement of notes, a suf- 
ficient amount was appropriated from surplus to retire 
two additional yearly requirements, thus making a total re- 
tirement of $4,999.98. The eventual saving in interest will 
be substantial. The results of the current year’s operations 
will apparently justify an equal rate of retirement in 1961. 


The school balances declined as expected because the 
excess accumulation was used to reduce the new budget re- 
quirements together with its favorable affect upon the tax 
rate. As expected the use of the accumulation is reflected 
in a lower cash balance at the close of the year. It would 
thus be expected that the 1961 school budget will be sub- 
stantially larger when compared only with that of 1960. 


Not reflected in the surplus changes is the addition of 
$1,000.00 to the Capital Reserve. Being excluded from the 
town accounts the amortization of the Maine School Build- 
ing Authority indebtedness is shown only as an expense 
but the town has gained an additional $2,050.00 equity in 
the school building. The interest requirements have de- 
creased more than $300.00 since the first year’s require- 
ments.

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Report of Nursing Association 


A generalized public health program has been conducted in 
the Town of Bradley in the past year, with services to many 
different categories within this program. 


Our function as public health nurses has been to give nursing 
care in many instances, or to teach someone in the family to carry 
out a procedure correctly. These are the two major activities 
within the morbidity or bedside nursing service. Guidance or 
counseling is sometimes all that is required. Preventive medi- 
cine constitutes the most important part of our teaching in the 
home. 


However, many elderly people need nursing care and super- 
vision even if they are not actually ill. These individuals con- 
stitute our adult health supervision category and advice such as 
on nutrition is quite important to them. 


We give instruction and literature to the expectant mother and 
encourage her to seek competent medical attention. These sta- 
tistics are found in the ante-partum category. After the baby 
arrives, we give bath and formula demonstrations and answer the 
many questions that may arise concerning the new-born. 


Infants and pre-school children are followed closely with em- 
phasis on helping the mother to understand normal growth and 
development. Child health conferences are sponsored every 
year by the association for the examination and immunization 


of this group. 


Within each school, we test hearing with our audiometer, assist 
with immunizations and physical examinations. We try to work 
with the parent and teacher whenever problems arise concerning 


the school child. 


We also visit children who are attending any of the state 
sponsored clinics. These include pediatric, orthopedic. cardiac, 
hard-of-hearing, cystic fibrosis and others. We notify these 
children of their appointments and following the clinic discuss 
the recommendations made with the parents. 


Former tuberculosis patients often need assistance arranging 
x-rays and other tests and so we make frequent visits to them 
and encourage regular examinations. A state regional x-ray 
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clinic is held annually in Old Town for the benefit of these 
individuals. 


However, we as nurses do not work alone. We need the sup- 
port and assistance of interested individuals and we thank those 
| who have given us support in the past year.

Presented here is the annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools. 


Listed are accomplishments in our school system made possible 
by the joint efforts of school personnel and citizens. 


1. School Committee meetings were held each month. The 
School Department operated within its budget for the year. 


2. A new floor has been installed in the school basement. One 
half of the tables and chairs for the basement have been pur- 
chased. 


3. The principal and faculty have made available a complete 
elementary course of study for Bradley pupils. Work is now be- 
ing done on standardized testing and improving the continuity of 
study from grade sub-primary to grade 8. 


4. New student desks were purchased through open bid.

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COMMENTS 


The year ended with an increase of $5,117.01 in the unappro- 
priated surplus. The net unexpended school department balances 
were $2,645.39 greater and the serial indebtedness decreased 
$1,666.66. The ninth payment of the twenty originally due to 
the Maine School Building Authority was also paid and $1,000.00 
added to the Capital Reserve. The departmental operations, in- 
dicating sound administration policy, were remarkably free from 
overdrafts with one unforeseen item contributing to the overdraft 
in the contingent account. 


The State Aid Construction is usually highly inefficient and 
like patchwork unless funds for at least two years are combined 
either from funds that accumulate or expended in anticipation 
of future funds. The customary appropriation in 1962 will take 
care of the town share in the operations of the current year and 
will make the 1962 state funds available for completion. It 
would seem that there was no sound alternative to the proce- 
dure of the current year in order to protect the town’s interest 
in the one year’s appropriation. 


The minor accumulation of cemetery perpetual care funds now 
carried forward as a liability is probably payable to the town 
which may have charged the work done on these lots to other 
cemetery payrolls. In the absence of complete documentation 
we had no alternative but to carry the balance forward in our 
report. 


The purpose of the Capital Reserve was abandoned and the 
funds set free were used to create a new reserve for highways 
and bridges. It so happened that a specific sum was voted 
without qualification so as to include accrued interest, the voted 
amount being the principal plus interest accrual to March 1, 
1960. The remainder of $2.50 represented interest accrual to the 
date of the annual town meeting in 1961 and is now in the 
same savings account and is itself earning interest, thus keep- 
ing alive the school building Capital Reserve. 


The equity of the town’s inhabitants in tax acquired property 
is the just market value beginning on the date when the right 
of mortgage redemption has expired; subsequent tax assessments 
cannot add to that value; subsequent tax liens are an expense 
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only. The tax assessors hold an office that is entirely outside 
town policy and their duty is to exclude municipal property that 
is exempt. The accepted procedure, which we recommend, is for 
a card or ledger page system with all pertinent information, in- 
cluding insurance on buildings, if any, entered thereon. This 
avoids research and likely omissions in setting up a sale price. A 
record of what tax revenue has been lost or any other data can 
be kept if desired. It frequently happens that certain proper- 
ties, as determined by the voters, can advantageously be retained 
for municipal use. 


For purposes of analysis only it was noted that the school 
department operations continue to be subject to overdraft in re- 
spect to physical needs and old balances are ignored. There is 
no apparent reason why the purchases and contractural services 
cannot be held within what the voters authorize and only very 
poor accounting can fail to warn of an impending overdraft. 
The desired items cannot all be foreseen but usually can be 
deferred, with a reserve held back against breakage and inac- 
curate estimates. Even the best of prudence and judgement, 
however, cannot properly override the legislative authority of 
the voters who have already acted upon the needs. It is most 
unfair of one department to expose the municipal officers and 
the treasurer to serious consequences if the inhabitants should 
so choose. Our comments are made only within the purpose 
of an audit in respect to public funds and do not infer that 
expenditures were greater or less than prudent needs.

REPORT OF NURSING SERVICE TO THE 
TOWN OF BRADLEY FROM MARCH 1, 1962 
TO MARCH 1, 1963 


Generalized public health nursing has been conducted for the 
past year in the town of Bradley. The primary goal has been 
the provision of nursing services so that individuals, families and 
the community as a whole will be helped to achieve and maintain 
optimal health. 


As public health nurses we have given nursing care as well as 
taught families to carry out the correct procedures. Guidance 
and supervision is sometimes all that is necessary. Preventive 
medicine constitutes the most important part of our teaching in 
the homes. 


Many people need nursing care and supervision even if they 
are not actually ill. These individuals constitute our adult health 
supervision category and advice such as on nutrition is quite im- 
portant to them. 


We give instructions and literature to the expectant mother and 
encourage her to seek competent medical attention. These statis- 
tics are found in the ante-partum category. After the baby ar- 
rives, we give bath and formula demonstrations and answer the 
many questions that may arise concerning the new-born. 


Infants and pre-school children are followed closely with em- 
phasis on helping the mother to understand normal growth and 
development. Child health conferences are sponsored every year 
for the examination and immunization of this group. 


Within each school, we test hearing with our audiometer, assist 
with immunizations and physical examinations. We try to work 
with both the parent and teacher whenever problems arise con- 


cerning the school child. 


We also visit children who are attending any of the state spon- 
sored clinics. These include pediatric, qpthopectss cardiac, hard- 
of-hearing, cystic fibrosis and others. 
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Former tuberculosis patients often need assistance arranging 
x-rays and other tests and so we make frequent visits to them and 
encourage regular physical examinations. A state regional x-ray 
clinic is held in Old Town for the benefit of these individuals. 


However, we as nurses do not work alone. We need the sup- 
port and assistance of interested individuals and we thank those 
who have given us such support in the past year.

1. An improved program of studies is now being offered in 
grades K to 8. Improvements in the teaching of science and 
mathematics were made possible through the purchase of new 
equipment and supplies.

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COMMENTS 


The important balance sheet changes are the substantial in- 
crease in school funds available for use in the new year and the 
retirement from surplus of an extra $4,999.98 in notes payable, 
thereby reducing by three years the scheduled duration of this 
issue. One advantage will be in a reduction in future interest 
costs. As could be expected from appropriating a total of 
$7,581.98 from surplus, this account reflects a decrease but only 
to the extent of $1,086.71. The unexpended departmental bal- 
ances totaled $2,513.21 in contrast to only $553.52 in overdrafts, 
which was a substantial factor in the recovery from the surplus 
appropriation. 


Although it is not a balance sheet item, it was observed that 
the annual payments to the Maine School Building Authority have 
reached the half-way mark with approximately 75% of the ulti- 
mate interest cost already paid. Should there be new construc- 
tion in the immediate future there would then be three overlap- 
ping series of debts, which is another reason why the special re- 
tirement that took place this year was of advantage. 


The capital reserve fund benefited by an appropriation of 
$1,000.00 from excise tax revenue plus interest earnings of $74.60. 


The increase in uncollected taxes is simply a matter of timing, 
with tax lien claims in process at the close of the year becoming 
official on March 4, 1963. The number of these tax mortgages ap- 
pears to be on the increase.

TO THE TOWN OF BRADLEY, MAINE 
FROM MARCH I, 1963 TO MARCH 1, 1964 


The Public Health Department has conducted a generalized 
Public Health Nursing Service for the past year in the town of 
Bradley. Our Nursing Service has been extended to individuals, 
families, school and the community as a whole to achieve and 
maintain optimal health. 


We have been in the process of re-organization and expansion 
of our Nursing Program to better serve the Community. Confer- 
ences with the town officials, school board and school personnel 
have been most helpful. Their co-operation and interest is ap- 
preciated. Through combined effort of the Community and Pub- 
lic Health Nurses we can offer optimal Public Health Nursing 
Service. 


One of the important aspects of our work as Public Health 
Nurses is teaching in the homes preventive medicine. Follow up 
on inactive Tuberculosis patients needing assistance for X-rays, 
other tests and visits to encourage them to get yearly physical 
examinations. In May a state regional X-ray clinic is held in 
Old Town for the benefit of these cases. Adult health supervision 
is given in the homes. 


Instructions and literature are given to expectant mothers and 
help in seeking medical care. Infants and preschool children are 
closely followed with demonstrations in bath and formula prepara- 
tion. Normal growth and development of the child explained. 


The Public Health Nurses test the hearing of the children in 
the school, and assist in the school immunization program. 


Home visits are made on children who are attending the state 
sponsored clinics. These include pediatric, orthopedic, cardiac, 
hard of hearing, cystic fibrosis and others. 


We wish to thank the interested individuals in the community 
for their assistance and support in our Public Health Nursing 
Service and present to you the following statistical report cover- 
ing the work done in Bradley the past year.

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COMMENTS 


It is interesting to observe that a temporary decrease in the tax 
rate from 192 mills to 161 mills on approximately the same valu- 
ation has not seriously harmed your financial position. As ex- 
pected, the school department balances decreased but only to the 
extent of $5,720.68. The decrease in the cash balance was very 
nearly in the same amount. For the new year it will be normal 
to expect an increase in the school budget to correspond with 
actual new requirements with an attendant higher tax rate. 


In the departmental operations the unexpended balances were 
greater than the overdrafts, the latter occurring in the highway 
department with snow removal the chief offender. 


The appropriation of $1,000.00 from excise taxes to be added to 
the Capital Reserve Fund made it possible to withdraw $4,000.00 
therefrom and apply it to the cost of construction of a new bridge, 
leaving a little more than $300.00 in this fund, also for highway 
and bridge construction. We have observed that withdrawals 
from Capital Reserve Funds have followed the amounts originally 
set aside, therefore, it is the interest accumulation that constitutes 
the remainders. An addition this year to Capital Reserves was 
$600.00 for a fire alarm system. 


One source of satisfaction was the extra payments on outstand- 
ing indebtedness for school construction. In contrast to the in- 
flexible nature of the payments through the Maine School Au- 
thority, the additional financing by notes is making it possible to 
reduce long term interest costs whenever the year before has been 
kind and a moderate amount has been added to surplus.

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Historical Sketch 


In 1796, what is now the town of Bradley was purchased from 
the Tarratine Indians by the State of Massachusetts. It was then 
_ surveyed and opened for settlement. 


Some of the first families to settle here were: the Olivers, 
Spencers, Bradley Blackmans, and the Knapps. 


In 1825 Bradley became known as Plantation Number 4. 
Plantation No. 4 became a town on February 3, 1835 and the 
first town meeting was held on June 29, 1835. At this meeting 
the following officials were elected: Joseph Williams, Reuben 
Pratt, and Joseph Carter, selectmen; Joseph Williams, clerk; 
Bradley Blackman, treasurer; Nelson Pratt. constable and collector 
of taxes. At this meeting the town was officially named after 
Bradley Blackman, one of its first inhabitants. 


During the Civil War 134 citizens of Bradley did their share to 
preserve the union. 


In the 1800's most of the people were employed in the prosper- 
ous lumbering business. Many saw mills were established along 
Great Works Stream, Blackman Stream, and the Penobscot River. 


The population of Bradley in 1850 was 796, in 1900 it was 682, 
and in 1960 it was 951.

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Report of Public Health Service 


TO THE TOWN OF BRADLEY 
FROM MARCH 1, 1964 TO MARCH 1, 1865 


Public Health in the Old Town, Milford and Bradley area is a 
generalized program. There are eleven schools, which presented 
a wide scope of problems with which to cope. 


In the past year this department has been in the process of being 
reorganized and expanded. Much progress has been made but 
there is still much to be accomplished. As yet, there is only one 
full time nurse and a part time nurse on duty in this area. 


The field of Public Health is being developed into one of 
teaching preventive medicine as well as that of teaching people 
to care for themselves and others in their home and community. 
Nursing care is the primary field of endeavor in the Public Health 
Nurse's working day. 


The care of T.B. patients on the inactive roster requires con- 
siderable time. Field calls on the active and inactive case load 
must be done periodically. 


A new immunization program is being offered in the school 
system. Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio booster shots will be a 
yearly program carried on in which the Public Health Nurse as- 
sists. Checking school children, as the need arises, with home 
follow-ups, is necessary in the prevention of disease. 


Children who are on the State Clinic Services are seen peri- 
odically by the Public Health Nurses. 


The Nurses in the Public Health Department wish to thank 
those who have supported this program for the past year.

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TO THE CITIZENS OF BRADLEY: 


This is the annual report of your Superintendent of Schools. 
In my opinion, your schools have operated during this past year 
in an excellent manner, giving very satisfactory preparation for 
high school. Because the salaries in Bradley have kept up with 
surrounding towns, it should be possible to hire teachers to fill 
two or more vacancies before school opens next fall. The major 
problem that will face you at Town Meeting concerns your ap- 
proval of a school-building addition of two rooms and the neces- 
sary repairs to the school’s sewer system. 


You will notice that the request for running school is lower 
this year than last year by $4,803.84. This is not because school 
is suddenly less expensive to run but rather because your antici- 
pated State subsidy is higher by $9,434.00. In other words, we 
have more sales-tax dollars to use and can get by with less proper- 
ty-tax dollars for the operating budget. 


Your sewer system should be rebuilt this year without question. 
At present, the discharge or effluent from the septic tank runs on 
top of the ground at times. The clay soil is poor for absorption. 
The Bradley School Building Committee has had an excellent set 
of plans drawn for a new sewer system by Dr. Otis J. Sproul of 
the College of Technology at the University of Maine. Our plan 
is to build a sand filter bed and to pipe the drainage from this 
field into the stream. Approval has been given by the State’s 
Water Improvement Commission for this work. The estimated 
cost is $5,000. Dr. Pearson says that our present sewer is a hazard 
to your children’s health. Do you want your children searching 
for a ball lost in sewage, picking it up, and then throwing it to 
another child? 


The building addition is estimated to cost $40,000.00. The 
principal features of the plan are to add two classrooms to be 
used by sub-primary and Grade 1. Also included are a room for 
storage of janitorial supplies and a faculty room. The present 
space for janitor’s equipment is entirely inadequate, and the pres- 
ent teachers’ room will be used for the storage of teaching sup- 
plies, as well as for individual student testing, private conferences, 
and a principal’s office. The reason for the addition is to move 
a grade out of the basement, as strongly recommended by the 
State Department of Education. The basement room is poor be- 
cause it has very poor ventilation, the acoustics: are difficult, and

it is against State law to permanently house pupils in basements. 
Now that the note to the Merrill Trust Company has been dis- 
charged in full, I believe we should build. If we delay a year or 
two, I see no advantage to the Town of Bradley. Construction 
costs will be higher later and cheaper now. Secondly, both proj- 
ects done together may save money as compared to two separate 
pieces of construction in different years. This reasoning has been 
approved by both the School i Committee and “the Board 
of Selectmen. ) ¥ 3 


Following this report you will find a list of pupils attending 
high school at town expense. This is included to make more 
meaningful to you the request for $28,500 for tuition. There is 
an article in your warrant to ask approval of a contract with Old 
Town for up to five years, but to allow students to attend either 
John Bapst or Christian School if they desire. The purpose of this 
article is to guarantee space for Bradley pupils in Old Town High 
School. 


In conclusion, your continued support of your school system is 
needed. You have a good educational program, and the new 
principal, J. Christopher Bate, is doing an excellent job. If you 
have questions concerning your school or the budget, please feel 
free to call me at the office. The Bradley School Department 
thanks you for your interest and cooperation.

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COMMENTS 


From the balance sheet changes alone the year would appear 
to be somewhat of routine nature. Within these changes, how- 
ever, there are items that are both significant and interesting. 
_ From a total of $8,281.98 appropriated from surplus at the an- 
nual town meeting the sum of $4,998.98 was for the purpose of 
retiring serial indebtedness so that, in combination with the regu- 
larly scheduled tax levy, the entire amount of your debt was ex- 
tinguished. The departmental operations produced $1,822.90 in 
unexpended balances in contrast to $847.00 in overdrafts; this 
gain together with excise tax revenue and other unappropriated 
sources restored the surplus to within $1,420.09 of the beginning 
balance. Other items appropriated from surplus were $150.00 
for a fire alarm system, this amount being added to the capital 
reserve funds already invested, and $2,132.00 still on hand in the 
checking account for future state aid highway construction. Be- 
fore viewing the decrease in unappropriated surplus as a loss, con- 
sideration should first be given to the gain in funds already on 
hand for capital purposes. 


The cash balance has actually gained, the change being due to 
the very reasonable increase in unexpended school funds, the state 
aid construction funds on hand, the damage claim receipts and the 
departmental gains. The seeming reversal in outstanding taxes 
and tax lien mortgages is simply a matter of timing in respect to 
recording of the new liens in process; on March 3, 1965, follow- 
ing the close of the books they became comparable again. Actu- 
ally the percentage of tax collections in cash is considered to be 


highly satisfactory.

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Summary of Year Ending March Ist, 1966 


The main accomplishment this year was the addition of two 
new rooms and a teacher's room and storeroom at the Viola Rand 
School. The sewer system at the school was modified and seems 
to be working fine. Everyone who has had the opportunity to 
inspect this new addition appears to be satisfied with its ap- 
pearance and construction. 


The Board of Selectmen, in behalf of the Town, would like to 
express their gratitude to the Superintendent of Schools and the 
School Committee and Building Committee for their time and 
interest in the supervising and budgeting of finances for the 
addition. 


A short piece of road was built this year at the east end of 
Boynton Street in front of the property of Kenneth LaMore. It 
was tarred the latter part of the summer. Other necessary road 
repairs were made and tarring was completed on most of the 
town roads. 


The main projects in the budget this coming year are to put 
a foundation under the fire barn and to repair sills under the 
north side and the town office. The school driveway and parking 
area need to be black topped or tarred as we have a very un- 
favorable condition in back of the school and around it. As the 
budget is now scheduled, both of these projects can be accomp- 
lished and we can still cut our tax appropriation by the sum of 
approximately $6,000. The school balance, extra excise tax col- 
lected, and savings from appropriations, and back taxes collected 
make this possible. 


After several meetings with the state highway department and 
County Commissioners, we now have the approval of a new 
bridge to be built this summer over Blackman Stream. The curve 
approaching the bridge will be cut to 5 degrees, and the road- 
way across the bridge will be 34 feet from guardrail to guardrail. 
The total cost to the Town will be $4,500 taken from our State 
Aid matching funds. This amounts to $1,200 of Town tax dollars.

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School Building Committee Report 


The Marjorie A. Hilliker addition to the Viola Rand School was 
put out for bid in the spring of 1965. S. R. Bunker of Bangor was 
‘low bidder at $41,611 to construct the two new classrooms, faculty 
room, and custodian’s storage closet. Also included was the new 
sewer system. Two changes in the basic plans added $1,410.85 to 
the cost. Architectural, legal, and engineering costs put the total 
expense up to about $44,200 out of the $45,000 available. For 
this amount the Viola Rand School now has as good a building 
addition as there is in Maine. 


The two new classrooms are good sized and well lighted. The 
folding partition between them is excellent acoustically. Storage 
space is adequate and the rooms are pleasant to the eye. 


The Bradley School Building Committee worked well together. 
The Town selected its members with care and thought, and the 
results are a credit to their interest. Mr. Edmund Nolette served 
as chairman in a highly commendable manner. The architect, 
Mr. Cooper Milliken, and the sanitary engineer, Dr. Otis Sproul, 
both did excellent work. Bradley has reason to take pride in the 
new addition.

To the Citizens of the Town of Bradley: 


This is the annual report of your Superintendent of Schools. 
Education in Bradley has improved greatly in quality this year, 
as you know. The building addition has been done within the 
limits allowed by the Town and the new sewer system works well 
to date. The addition of a teacher, through funds supplied under 
the federal Elementary and Secondary Education Act, has meant 
that for the first time all Bradley pupils are receiving full-time 
teaching. Taxpayers will note that, while the operating budget 
is $10,168 higher than last year, the over-all requests for educa- 
tion are substantially lower. This is because the sewer system, 
for which $5,000 was raised last year, is now built. Of interest 
in the coming year are the contract now signed with Old Town, 
the proposed tarring of the rear parking lot and driveway, and 
the possible benefits of a School Administrative District. 


The contract with Old Town was written to start next Septem- 
ber for a five-year period. It specifies that Old Town will take 
all Grades 9-12 pupils except those electing either John Bapst 
or Christian Schools, Inc. It is a relief to know that space will 
be available for your children. This contract was drawn in 
accordance with the article passed at your last Town Meeting. 


The proposed tarring of the school grounds is a project in 
which there has been some interest for a number of years. Now 
that the addition is completed, it would seem logical to run the 
school bus up behind the building to unload and to cut down 
on the grit tracked in on your tiled floors. Mr. Bragg currently 
takes out enough sand each fall and spring day to fill half 
a wastebasket. To have over four hundred feet grinding this 
into your floors does not seem to be prudent. 
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Bradley was unlucky this year in losing four of their eight 
teachers, but fortunate to find excellent replacements. The major 
factor here was a good salary scale. Next year it is proposed to 
have Bradley and Milford paying the same salaries, both towns 
being somewhat under Old Town and Greenbush. From the pre- 
ceding Take-Home Pay Table you can easily see that salaries 
running from $4500 to $6500 annually do not put teachers in the 
millionaire brackets. It will be necessary to hire at least two new 
teachers for next fall, one for Grade 5 and a second to replace 
Mrs. Twitchell. She is leaving because of her husband's occupa- 
tion. I am sorry we cannot have both Mrs. Twitchell and Mrs. 
Allen next fall. 


School Administrative Districts will continue to be under study. 
If and when it appears favorable for Bradley, you will be con- 
sulted. The hope is to have the State pay about 60 per cent of 
our building costs in order that these released local tax dollars 
may be used to transport high school students and improve your 
grammar school program by the addition of music, art, remedial 
reading, guidance, and so forth. Perhaps some of these special- 
ists may be financially feasible through federal aid. 


This summer six Union #90 towns hope to have Operation 
Headstart held in Milford. Children in Bradley who plan to 
enter Kindergarten next fall will register on March 30. From 
those registering some will be invited to attend the eight-week 
Headstart program. Hot lunches, trips, classroom fun, and a 
good medical program should help these children to be ready 
for school in the fall. 


It is hoped that we may have the services one day a week of 
a music or art teacher next fall. Plans to hire a specialist to be 
shared with Greenfield, Greenbush, and Milford have been made. 


In closing, I would make the statement that Bradley's Viola 
Rand School has come a long way in one year. It is a credit to 
the interest and cooperation of you, the taxpayers.

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Report of Public Health Service 


TO THE TOWN OF BRADLEY 
1965 


~ The Public Health program in the town of Bradley has moved 
ahead with reassuring progress. In the schools, the immunization 
clinics have received almost 100 per cent participation. Teachers 
were immunized against the flu, and smallpox vaccinations, 
measles vaccinations and DPT booster shots were offered the 
school children. TB skin tests were done in the beginning class, 
the fourth, seventh and twelfth year. As a result, most students 
in the first few grades have had at least one smallpox vaccination. 
The measles vaccine was a medication introduced this year. The 
number of parents who availed their children of this type of 
immunization was most gratifying. In a relatively short time this 
disease, with its long lasting complications, will be non-existent. 


Audiometer tests were done in the school system. Some stu- 
dents were referred to their family doctor and a few were re- 
ferred to the Hard of Hearing Clinic. 


This year the Bangor-Brewer TB and Health Association ex- 
tended the service to include Bradley, Milford and Old Town. 
The annual skin tests offered to the school children, teachers and 
all school personnel, were done by this association. The positive 
reactors were given a chest x-ray, as were their household 
contacts. 


In the field of home nursing, bedside care has been given by 
the public health nurses. In other instances, relatives have re- 
ceived instruction in caring for the ill in the home. 


Referrals were made to the State Clinics. More specifically, 
patients were admitted to the cardiac, speech, pediatric, hard 
of hearing clinics. In the town of Bradley, four children were 
recipients of glasses. 


Former TB patients were followed. A State Regional X-Ray 
Clinic is held annually in Old Town to check these patients. 


The Public Health Department wishes to thank all those who 
so generously gave their time and effort. It would not be possible 
to accomplish necessary activities, without the help of volunteers.

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New Forestry Laws 


To inhabitants of Town of Bradley: 


Your attention is called to new and revised laws enacted by the 
102nd Legislature. 


Due to limited space only those that will affect most of you 
are being summarized at this time. The Title, Chapter and Sec- 
tion numbers are being given but exact wording has been sub- 
stituted by a general meaning of these laws. 


Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter 5, Section 1355 


This law states that any town allowing dumping to continue 
on town dumps closed by the State because they do not meet 
clearance regulations will lose the town’s right to State reimburse- 
ment of 14 the costs of control of any escape fire from this dump 
during time of closure. This is up to 1% of state’s valuation of 
town. 


Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter 7, Section 1456-A. 


This states no equipment for producing power shall be operat- 
ed in or near woodlands without approved spark arresters or muf- 
flers. This applies to chain saws, tractors, either manufactured 
or home-made, or other equipment. 


Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter 11, Section 1653. 


Any person who willfully or negligently causes a fire which 
burns forest, brush, grass or other lands or who fails to take 
proper action to control a fire on his own land shall be liable to 
the state or town for up to $500 of the suppression costs. 


Title 25, Chapter 317, Section 2436-A. 


This sets up control of debris burning when the ground is not 
covered with snow. Debris may be burned out of doors only be- 
tween the hours of 5:00 PM and 12:00 midnight unless you have an 
approved incinerator or a special burning permit from your Town 
Warden or Fire Chief. Incinerator approval may be obtained 
from your Town Forest Fire Warden. To meet approval inciner- 
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ators must be tight containers with 1” holes for draft not more 
than a foot from bottom of container. Top must be tightly cov- 
ered while burning with mesh or equivalent with holes 14” or 
smaller. Incinerator is to be set in center of circle 10 ft. in diame- 
ter cleared to mineral soil. Pressurized cans shall not be burned 
' and fire shall not be left unattended. 

NOTE: This law applies only to debris burning. Permits for 
burning slash, brush, blueberry land or fields of dry grass must 
be obtained for any time of day. 


Questions on these laws may be answered by your Town Forest 
Fire Warden, Fire Chief or at the nearest Forest Ranger Station. 


SUGGESTION: HAUL, OR HAVE HAULED, DEBRIS TO 
TOWN DUMP. Old automobiles and animal 
refuse exempted. 


SLASH DEFINED: Slash is defined as branches, bark, tops, 
chunks, cull logs, uprooted stumps and broken or uprooted trees 
and shrubs left on ground as a result of logging, right of way 
construction or maintenance and land clearance. 


DEBRIS is any manufactured product, household rubbish, hay 
or other vegetative accumulations or materials not included under

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COMMENTS 


The interpretation of your very substantial increase in cash on 
hand involves reasons beyond the operational gains reflected in 
a larger unappropriated surplus. The unexpended State Aid Con- 
struction Fund now includes the Town appropriation for 1964 
and 1965 which together total $4,264.00. The school department 
resources have increased $2,740.57 and, in addition, school con- 
struction funds of $3,555.75 are likewise in the general fund check 
book. Including cemetery funds not lapsed to surplus, a total 
of $14,793.65 in your checking account is within the category of 
being already appropriated. The liquidation of assets originat- 
ing from taxation has also added to your cash. 


Departmental gains reflect unexpended balances that total 
$3,615.70 in contrast to only $405.04 in the overdraft category. 
Large savings were noted in charities and in town roads. It was 
advantageous to appropriate interest requirements for the new 
school building loan from surplus in view of the uncertain time 
when interest would begin. This interest will not be payable 
until July of 1966, therefore, the entire amount of $1,000.00 avail- 
able reverted back to surplus. The five months interest accrual 
to the close of the year is not reflected in your accounts.

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Summary of Year Ending March Ist, [967 


Several projects have been completed this past year. The first 
was the reconstruction of Blackman Bridge, under the State, 
County, and Town Bridge Act. It seems to meet with everyone's 
approval. 


The school driveway and playground were rebuilt and tarred. 
This was a big improvement over the muddy condition we have 


had in the past. 


A cement block foundation was constructed under the fire barn 
the latter part of the summer. Several windows and doors were 
replaced. The new fire alarm system was installed, and some of 
the work was done by men in the department. It is now in 
operation. 


The water line was extended on Cram Street to Jenkins Bridge. 
Ten new mercury type street lights were installed. 


The selectmen would like to express their appreciation to the 
superintendent of schools, the school board, and the fire chiet 
and all the men in the fire department, for their cooperation and 
time in helping to make these projects possible. 


Most of the town roads were tarred, including the extension 
on West Street, which was improved by adding 190 yards ot 
gravel. 


A meeting was held at the State Highway Commissioner's office 
at Augusta last August to discuss the reconstruction of the road 
through the village and the bridge over Otter Stream and the 
bridge over Great Works Stream. The plan, providing the high- 
way appropriation is not cut by legislature, is to start construction 
in the spring of 1968, with a $100,000 grant from state and federal 
funds. This, with our state aid account, which will be approx- 
imately $34,000, should complete the road through the village 
and construct the two bridges. 


There is an emergency oxygen mask available at the fire hall 
for emergency purposes.

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To the Residents of the Town of Bradley: 


Your school continues to offer a good education to your chil- 
dren. With only two new teachers this year, turnover of person- 
nel is reasonable. Classes are small and individual attention is 
‘given to pupils’ problems. New programs have brought music, a 
Teacher Aide, and Headstart to Bradley this year. Mr. Larry 
Hutchinson spends one day each week in the Viola Rand School 
and has his “office” in the basement. Besides teaching each 
grade, he conducts a chorus for those interested from the upper 
grades. Mrs. Annabella LaBree started as Teachers’ Aide under 
a federal program in September. She does primarily clerical 
work, which gives teachers more time in which to teach. Helping 
with cataloguing new library books, running off stencils, typing, 
and helping with many non-professional tasks, Mrs. LaBree is in- 
directly affecting all your children. Headstart, run in Milford 
this past summer for pre-school children, will probably run again 
next summer in much the same way, but may include children 
from Old Town and Orono as well as the Union 90 towns. Plans 
for next year indicate an increase in local property taxes. It is the 
policy of your School Committee to try to improve your school 
program a little each year and, during the immediate past, this 
has been done with a decline in taxes. 


The big item in the new budget is a plan to add a Reading Con- 
sultant to your faculty to teach remedial and developmental skills 
half time and work in grades 6-7-8 the other half day, thus allow- 
ing the Principal time for office work. Many children, through no 
fault of their teachers, do not learn to read well in lower grades. 
The problem may arise either from organic or emotional factors. 
A child who cannot read cannot be educated. Special help may 
save some children from becoming discouraged and leaving school 
at the earliest opportunity. The Bradley teachers feel the need of 
a Reading Consultant so strongly that they voted to accept the 
lowest salary scale in this area if the voters would approve an 
added staff member. Incidentally, the Bradley salary scale will 
start at $4800 for inexperienced degree candidates, while Milford 
is $4900, Greenbush $5000 along with Corinth and Carmel, and 
Lincoln and East Millinocket plan to start at $5400. We also plan 
to tar a second coat on the school grounds. 


Up for vote this year is a three-town School Administrative 
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District. Your School Committee thinks this would help Bradley 
and they urge you to approve. 


Appreciation is due to many who have made this year pasi a 
good one. Mr. Christopher Bate has had a tough year with many 
problems, and has done very well. As he gains experience, he 
does better each year. Mrs. Lobdell and Mrs. Stinchfield have 
worked in smoothly as newcomers and we are pleased to have 
them. The reason that your school runs well is that you have 
elected an excellent School Committee. They are genuinely in- 
terested in learning about other schools, State laws, and new 
proposals, and are active in attending meetings outside of Brad- 
ley. Their attendance at School Committee Meetings has been 
almost 100 per cent. This year they are asking for fifty dollars a 
year in salary to help defray expenses. This would actually figure 
out to a rate of fifty cents an hour or less for what time they put 
in representing you. Finally, I would like to thank the taxpayers 
of Bradley for their willingness to support good education.

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Report of Public Health Service 


REPORT OF NURSING SERVICE TO THE 
TOWN OF BRADLEY FROM MARCH 1, 1966 
TO MARCH 1, 1967 


The community health of the school children needs a watchful 
eye on the part of the parents and teachers as well as the nursing 
service. 


Teachers were immunized against the flu during the fall term. 
Measles vaccination was offered in the Bradley, Milford and Old 
Town area for the pre-school children. Participation in the effort 
to abolish this childhood disease was most gratifying. According 
to statistics, this particular disease is expected to be wiped out as 
early as late 1967. 

Audiometer tests were conducted in the school system and re- 
ferrals were made to family physicians. 

Bradley was included in the Head Start Program for the first 
time during the summer months. The children were given a 
physical examination, eye screening test, audiometer hearing test 
and a dental examination. Many parents availed themselves of the 
opportunity to have dental caries taken care of through the Head 
Start Program. A hearing aid was also made available for one 
youngster through this program. 

Home nursing was carried out by the Public Health Nurse and 
instruction given to family members so that others in the home 
might participate in caring for the ill. 

Through the efforts of the school department, a student who 
was confined to his bed was able to continue his education by 
means of a classroom-bedroom intercom system. This means of 
communication enabled the student to participate in classroom 
discussion without any interruption of his education. 

Patients have been admitted to the various State sponsored 
clinics. Tuberculosis patients have been followed, and a yearly 
regional x-ray clinic was held during the Spring as an added pre- 
caution in checking this disease. 

The Public Health Nurse attended a series of lectures which 
teaches care of the patient in the home with particular concern 
for the medicare patient.

COMMENTS 


The changes in your balance sheet do not appear to be of out- 
standing significance and from the accounting viewpoint the finan- 
cial position of the town is approximately the same as at the 
beginning of the year. In the area of capital improvements, how- 
ever, much has been accomplished. The decline in your cash 
balance should not be interpreted as a loss because the year be- 
gan with a portion of the money borrowed for the school build- 
ing addition still on hand. Together with substantial improvements 
to the school grounds, financed from surplus, the completion of 
the building is an important item. The use of the capital reserve, 
as duly authorized, to provide for a new fire alarm system is 
another improvement, with the cost to date being less than the 
available funds. 


A major item is the reconstruction of the Blackman Bridge, fin- 
anced by joint State, County and Town funds, at an estimated 
cost to the Town of $4,500.00. To this date, payment by the Town 
consists of the State Aid Road Construction money raised in 1964 
which was still in the Town treasury at the beginning of the year 
together with a like amount raised in 1965. Apparently there will 
be an ample amount remaining from the 1966 appropriation to 
fully provide for the Town share in the cost. 


The debt fund has been reduced $2,333.33 according to schedule. 
The interest accrual to date of more than $1,100.00 is not shown 
on your balance sheet because it will be included in the amount 
raised for debt service in 1967. It was noted that unexpended de- 
partmental balances total $2,343.81 in contrast to only $200.88 in 
overdrafts which is a very satisfactory administration of the avail- 


able funds.

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Summary of Year Ending March Ist, 1968 


The main accomplishment this year was the establishment of 
the Bradley Planning Board. Seven members were appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen: John Barker (five years), Dennis Cote 
(four years), John Petrie (three years), Gerard Thibodeau (two 
years), and Fred Climo (one year). Two associate members are 
Robert Rowell and Eugene Landry (five years each). John Barker 
was elected by the board as chairman, and Dennis Cote was 
elected as secretary. They held their meetings once a month at 
the Fire Hall and have started work on a comprehensive plan 
for the town of Bradley. Much interest is taken by all mem- 
bers at their meetings in preparing maps and plans for the town, 
and each member has had individual projects consisting of look- 
ing up statistics and information necessary in planning. The 
Board of Selectmen have found this Planning Board very co- 
operative and helpful. 


Two meetings were held with the Old Town Water District 
in regard to extending the water line to the Eddington town line. 
After a survey was made by the Water District, a letter of re- 
fusal was received by the Board of Selectmen stating that the 
cost of the investment would be $123,000, and the annual income, 
including hydrant rental, would not exceed $3,900. This would 
be a return of not quite 3% of investments, and was found not 
to be feasible. As this water line extension has been a topic of 
discussion for many years, we decided to talk with the Public 
Utilities Commission in Augusta. They made it clear that they 
would not advise any water company to invest in any project 
that would not return 10% investment. 


The State Aid Road Project is still in the planning stage in the 
State Highway Department in spite of all the reports about the 
funds being cut. The surveying crews have been here working 
on the bridges and road through the village for the past several 
months. The last letter from the Highway department stated 
they are now in hopes of having this project out for bid by fall. 


Regular repair work and tarring were done on the town roads 
this past year. Some gravel was put on the so-called Brown 
Place Road. Brawn Street, leading to the Penobscot Co. dam, 
is in need of repair this year as heavy trucks used this road all 
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last summer bringing gravel to the dain project. We are now 
planning some improvement on the so-called Back Mill Road, 
from Cram Street to Jenkins Bridge. This will be done with 
Town Road Improvement Funds from the state. 


Snow Removal Contracts are getting harder to fulfill each year 
as fewer people become interested in this type of work at the 
price we feel we can afford. We have looked into the cost of 
owning our own equipment and feel that it might be feasible to 
do so in the near future. 


There has been some controversy over the rubbish and garbage 
collection this past year. The contractor feels that some of the 
people do not cooperate with him by placing their trash in proper 
containers. Containers should be of the type that are easily 
handled by one man. We urge consideration in this respect. 


The selectmen thank the School Board, Planning Board, and 
the Fire Department for their cooperation in making this past 
year a successful one.

Fire Department Report 


The Fire Department's year started with a meeting on the first 
Wednesday in April, at which time the following Department 
Officers were elected: K. Coulter and D. McAllister, Assistant 
Chiefs; Roger Parent, Clerk; Joel and K. Shorette, Stewards; W. 
Moors, Treasurer. 


The Department holds its regular meeting the first Wednesday 
in each month, at which time department business and activities 
are discussed and decided. 


Improvements in the past year have been a new foundation 
around the station, and installation of combination doors and 
windows, which we hope will cut heating costs. Fluorescent 
lights were donated to the department and installed temporarily 
until money is available to re-wire station and instail them perma- 
nently. Shelves were made on the north wall of the station for 
storage of forestry back tanks. A new fire location indicator 
board is ready to be put up on outside of the front of station, 
as soon as weather permits. An air horn alarm was installed on 
station to replace old siren on Town Hall, which was found to 
have completely rusted off at the base causing a very dangerous 
situation and had to be removed. Foam producing equipment 
was purchased consisting of an Eductor, nozzle with foam appli- 
cator and 5 gallons of foam liquid for use on oil and gasoline 
fires, particularly the school furnace room. A 275 gallon oil stor- 
age tank was installed by members of the department to replace 
the two old 55 gallon drums we had. The tank was donated to 
the department. 


The new air horn alarm is still in the adjustment stage and so 
any adverse comments are expected, 


The fire department had crews out four nights during spring 
burning grass. It is impossible to assist everyone who would 
like to have us burn their grass, but lack of help curtails what 
we would like to do. We wish to thank all the young boys 
who helped, for without them we could do no burning. 


During the year we answered eleven calls: Building 1; Chim- 
neys 0; Oil Burners and Heaters 3; Grass 2; Cars 2; Auto Acci- 
dents 1; Electrical 1; Bed 1. 
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We are very sorry that one of our building fires was a total 
loss, but as the building was completely involved when we ar- 
rived, the fact that no personal injuries were involved makes us 


very thankful. 


The truck, apparently is in good condition, but it must be re- 
membered that it is a 1949 vehicle, and as such, trouble can be 
expected at any time. 


The need of new hose is ever present. Some of our hose dates 
back to the 1930’s, and can be expected to give us trouble at 
any time it is used. 


During the year the department sold pepper, vanilla, salt and 
pepper shaker sets, to raise money for the Department Fund. 
This Fund in the past has helped the town buy ladders, and at 
least one of the alarm sirens. It is also used for any small items 


which may be needed. 


We wish to thank all the townspeople for their cooperation 
and help and hope they will continue to give us their support.

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To the Residents of the Town of Bradley: 


This year is again one in which the Bradley School Depart- 
ment has met with some successes and many problems. The 
School Committee has worked together with your Selectmen to try 
to offer the best education possible for your children. The use of 
the Hilliker Addition of two classrooms has made a big difference. 


Among the successes this year has been the addition of three 
Teachers secured through a federal program at no cost to the 
Bradley property tax. Mrs. Bird and Mrs. Croce teach science 
in lower grades while Miss Knox works in Remedial Reading 
three days a week. We were unable to hire a Remedial Reading 
Teacher in the fall because they are scarce and, therefore, your 
School Committee approved hiring a half-time teacher, Mrs. 
McKay, to free the Principal for administrative work. In mid- 
winter Miss Knox became available through a graduate study 
program in Orono. This year Dr. Gaetani tested the vision of 
all pupils in all grammar grades and found deficiencies much 
more accurately than did the testing formerly done by teachers. 
The dental clinic has continued and increased emphasis has been 
placed on extra-curricular activities. The school is offering flag 
football, a track field day, bowling during the winter, public 
speaking, and dramatics. Our feeling is that pupils gain from 
a school program which offers more than just formal studies. 


Plans for next year include trying once again to hire a Remedi- 
al Reading Teacher. If we are lucky enough to find a satisfactory 
candidate, she will spend half time working with individuals and 
small groups in reading and the other haif teaching in grades 6, 
7, and 8. If this position is filled, we will no longer need Mrs. 
McKay. The School Committee is planning to start acquiring 
basic science equipment and to share an Art Teacher with other 
towns. 


As is true in almost all public schcols, Bradley continues to 
have severe discipline problems. Frequently these problems 
arise in families where parents do not attend the Parents-Teachers 
Club and become acquainted with the teachers. Also, too often, 
parents find fault with the school in front of the children. Schools 
are operated by humans and are, therefore, subject to error. 
But to criticize a school before a student never helps and often 
hinders. 
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The Milford fifth grade may be located in the Bradley base- 
ment next year. The Bradley School Committee has kindly 
agreed to let Milford use this space because of overcrowded con- 
ditions in Milford. 


The budget request is higher this year due primarily to a new 
minimum salary law passed by the 103rd Legislature. In_ its 
wisdom, the Legislature did not provide the funds to pay the in- 
creased salaries. 


You should not forget that the majority of children at the Viola 
Rand School are good and a pleasure to teach. At the same 
time, the interest and financial support of the Bradley taxpayers 
has been strong. This combination should continue to improve 
your school.

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Report of Public Health Service 


REPORT OF NURSING SERVICE TO THE 
TOWN OF BRADLEY FROM MARCH 1, 1967 
TO MARCH 1, 1968 


The promotion of good health has been effectively carried out 
by the school and by the community of Bradley. 


Teachers were immunized against influenza during the month 
of September. The hearing of the students was tested by means 
of the audiometer in grades 1, 2, 3, 4, 6 and 8. 


A new service was added this year. Ali students were eye 
screened by the nurses and retested by Dr. Gaetani. Several 
students were found to be in need of further eye tests. Some 
needed glasses. Those who needed glasses in the upper grade 
level were rather badly handicapped, visually. 


Head TB skin tests were included as part of the total program 
to students in grades 1 and 7. Members of the faculty were in- 
cluded in this program also. 


Patients have been referred to the state sponsored clinics and 
have had continued supervision and instruction through the Com- 
munity Health Services as needed. 


A regional chest x-ray clinic was held in May. Through these 
services, patients receive a yearly chest x-ray. Some of these 
patients are now on the inactive list, although their health is close- 
ly checked to prevent reactivation of the disease. 


School visits were made as well as home visits to care for pa- 
tients and give necessary instruction in caring for the ill who are 
confined to the home.

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COMMENTS 


The outstanding feature of your balance sheet is the indication 
of stability and sound administration. Additional progress was 
made in the liquidation of taxes receivable and related assets that 
originate from unpaid taxes. Had the new tax mortgages not in- 
creased by $579.14 over the amount recorded one year ago, the 
progress in this respect would have been more pronounced. The 
rather substantial appropriations from surplus were offset by un- 
expended departmental balances, an increase in excise tax reve- 
nue and the receipt of the $1,200.00 applicable to the cost of the 
school building plans. The financial position, therefore, remains 
nearly the same as one year ago. In the debt fund the retire- 
ment of notes followed the annual retirement schedule of $2,333.33. 
Not reflected on the balance sheet is the moral satisfaction to the 
taxpayers of one less payment due to the Maine School Building 
Authority.

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Summary of Year Ending March Ist, 1969 


A year ago citizens were wondering whether or not our bridge 
renewal project would be scrapped as the federal government 
had cut the road building funds by a considerable amount. The 
Bridge Construction Company is now clearing land and getting 
ready to construct the two new bridges. In addition to this proj- 
ect, the state has in its plans for the next biennium, $100,000 
to complete the road through the Bradley viilage. This is, of 
course, if we continue to raise our four units each year. 


Part of the so-called Back Mill Road was reconstructed this 
year. The money for this was taken from the Town Road Im- 
provement Fund which is a fund set up bv the state. The sur- 
facing was paid for by the town. 


We have not asked for any money this vear for the fire hall 
improvement as we feel our budget cannot stand it. This past 
year we purchased 25 feet of land on the north side of the build- 
ing. The land in front of the hall and on the south side was 
graveled and tarred. Some painting was done on the outside 
and the south side of the roof was shingled. We feel that the 
hall is now in fair shape. 


All town roads that were in need of tarring were tarred this 
year, and except for the new section that was rebuilt on the 
Back Mill Road, all roads are in good repair. This new section 
will be resurfaced this spring. 


The biggest set back to the town of Bradley this year was the 
revaluation of the town by state assessors. The town value was 
increased 55%. This has a damaging effect on our school budget 
and means a large increase in our tax rate this coming year. Our 
school subsidy is based on the valuation of the town and our 
value is now $1,550,000. 


The chairman of the Board of Selectmen would like to express 
his appreciation for the cooperation he received from the mem- 
bers of his board and also thank our superintendent of schools 
and his board for their cooperation and help in making this a 
successful year.

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Fire Department Report 


SUMMARY FOR 1968 


This has not been one of our best years as far as losses go. 
On July 29th at 1:00 a.m. we were called to the C. Mudgett res- 
idence which was totally involved and beyond saving when we 
arrived. Even with the help of lines from a truck from Old 
Town we were only able to save a small out building. Lack of 
water was not a factor in this case. 


On August 4th, approximately one week later, we were called 
to the Don Smith residence at 7:15 p.m., again the building was 
totally involved upon arrival, but due to a supreme effort by 
the men and the use of a line from a truck from Old Town, we 
were able to stop the fire at the kitchen and save the ell and an 
attached shed. Here water could have been a factor except for 
the fact that the fire had such a start that even with an inex- 
haustible supply I do not believe we could have saved any more. 


Besides the two above mentioned fires we have answered 13 
other calls which break down as follows: 4 chimney fires, 6 grass 
and brush fires, 1 flooded oil burner, 1 small shed fire, 1 dump 
fire. A total of 110 men turned out for all the fires or an aver- 
age of 8.46 men per fire. The largest number at a fire was 15 
and the smallest 2. 


The Department held 10 regular meetings during the year and 
also went out three nights with two crews grass burning. 


The Ford had to have a new exhaust system installed which 
isn't surprising after 18 years of use. The Department also pur- 
chased 100 ft. of hose, gas can for forestry pump, holders for foam 
equipment and received a gift of some safety helmets which have 
been painted and are ready for use. 


A strip of land on the north side of the station was purchased 
from W. Kitchen and the south side of the station was filled and 
graded. } 
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With the increasing number of new buildings and house trail- 
ers coming into town the need for another piece of equipment 
should be given serious thought. A truck with a 2000 gal. or 
so tank would seem to be the ideal thing to help us give better 
protection to the whole town. 


The new alarm system is still being checked out and we hope 
to improve on it in the near future. 


After reading the happenings in other towns with full or par- 
tial permanent crews and two or three trucks, we feel that our 
little Department has done real well in providing protection for 
its people.

To the Residents of Bradley: 


Your school has in it the strongest staff of teachers that I have 
seen during the past six years. This judgment is on an overall 
and not an individual basis. The addition of help in the reading 
field has made a major difference. With Mr. Barker initiating 
the program and with Mrs. Newall supplying expert assistance, 
we see boys and girls receiving individual attention that cannot 
be given in classrooms. At the same time your classroom teach- 
ers, the backbone of any school, are doing an excellent job. While 
your school has never been better, the tax picture has never 
been worse. 


You should have noted an overdraft in the Foundation Pro- 
gram account. There are no overdrafts in the Maintenance and 
Capital Outlay accounts even though $2390 was taken from these 
accounts to make the School’s basement meet the current fire in- 
spection regulations. By deferring some work such as tarring 
the grounds and having an unusually small number of repair 
bills, we were able to divert $2390 for the baseinent project. The 
overdraft in the Foundation Program is due solely to Tuition. 
You may remember that last year the budget asked for $34,000 
for Tuition. Our actual tuition costs were $35,540.96 or $1,540.96 
more than was available. The cause of the difficulty was the 
prediction by Old Town that this year's tuition rate would be 
$570 per pupil and the cost turned out to be $595.14. Let it be 
clear from the above that Tuition and not construction in the 
basement caused the overdraft. 


We have two major financial problems in Bradley. First, the 
State Valuation of the Town increased over fifty per cent as com- 
pared to where we were two years ago. Your Selectmen en- 
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tered a protest in person in Augusta to no avail. This one change 
cost Bradley $11,000 in school subsidies. If the State Valuation 
had not gone up, we would have a school budget asking for 
$11,000 less property tax dollars than is now the case. Our sec- 
ond major problem is in the Tuition account which has increased 
by $14,000. This is because Old Town's tuition rate next year 
is estimated by Old Town to be $675 or $80 higher than the 
present $595. With ten more pupils in Old Town next fall 
than we have this year, we find 77 pupils at $675 hurts the bud- 
get. In fairness to Old Town, their tuition rate is set by State 
law. It has been and will continue to be substantially below 
the average charge in Maine for secondary education. How- 
ever, putting together the two figures cited ahove, we see $25,000 
in anticipated school expenses which the School Committee is 
powerless to prevent. These figures are the $11,000 loss on State 
Valuation and $14,000 increase in the Tuition account. This Com- 
mittee, therefore, has had to be very conservative in other ac- 
counts to keep the local increase to $23,730. 


Teachers’ salaries are a topic on which many people are unin- 
formed. The Bradley salary scale starts next fall at $5600. This 
will be in the bottom 10% in the State. Two-thirds of the school 
systems in eastern Maine will start at $5800 while the remain- 
ing third will open at $6000. Because of foreseen budget prob- 
lems, I recommended to your School Cormmittee that we pay 
low this year realizing that a major upward revision will be 
necessary a year hence. It is of interest to note that the aver- 
age Teacher in Bradley this year will earn $6250. This places 
Bradley twenty-second of forty similar sized Towns in Maine. 
Comparatively Sinclair Plantation, in first place, averages $7934 
while Southport, in second place, averages $7633. Neither of these 
towns is next to an area, such as Bradley is, where we have to 
compete with big city salaries or else take for teachers those 
candidates not hired elsewhere in the area. Many teachers feel 
that beginning teachers’ salaries should equal those paid in other 
professions requiring a college degree. This is not currently the 
case. 


We read and hear of militant teacher groups who appear to 
be concerned primarily with their own welfare. It is worth not- 
ing that the relationship between the Viola Rand School faculty 
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and the Bradley School Committee is close to ideal. When I 
explained the tax problem involved to your teachers, they all 
agreed that a $5600 scale was reasonable under the circum- 
stances. While no school is perfect, let us give thanks for what 
_we do have and try to continue it. 


No school committee enjoys coming to a Town Meeting to 
request an increase in local support. Once again it is necessary 
that we do this. You are all aware of the current effort by the 
Maine Legislature to increase subsidies. Let us hope that next 
years Town Meeting will see a different property tax picture 
than we face now.

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COMMENTS 


A decrease of $12,244.06 in your cash balance does not mean 
that there has been a corresponding loss in financial position. 
The accrued funds for State Aid Road Construction, plus an addi- 
' tional $2,132.00 appropriated from surplus for this same purpose, 
required the transmittal of $8,528.00 from the treasury coincident 
with the beginning of major construction. The cost for educa- 
tion, however, which consumed the beginning balance of casi 
on hand and caused an overdraft of $917.75, is a true loss. 


The departmental operations reveal unexpended balances oi 
$2,304.18 in comparison with overdrafts of $958.77, which may be 
considered very satisfactory considering that $585.39 of the over- 
drafts was for snow removal. There is every indication of excel- 
lent administration. The serial indebtedness was reduced by 
$2,333.33 and with one less payment due the Maine School Build- 
ing Authority, the cost of interest is gradually decreasing. A be- 
ginning has been made by means of a capital reserve to provide 
for expanded fire protection.

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Summary of Year Ending March Ist, 1970 


This past year has seen a few changes in the town. 

The Bridge Construction Project has added a great improve- 
ment to the town this past year. The final surface of blacktop 
will be applied this spring along with constructing the sidewalk 
the entire length of project. The final grading along the side 
should be completed by the early part of June. 

The village project connecting the Bridge Project and the previ- 
ously completed project is still very much alive. It is a part of 
the Highway Bond Issue that will be voted on March 16th. 

We have suffered some damage to the Back Mills bridge this 
past winter from flood damage. There may be a possibility that 
we can obtain some funds through the Emergency Act, that de- 
clared the State of Maine a Disaster Area because of flood dam- 
age. 

We have replaced a few culverts this past year along with 
putting a surface on the Back Mill's Road that was rebuilt in 
1968. 

I feel that we were very fortunate that the past winter was 
quite easy for snow removal. 

The Selectmen were not particularly pleased with the fact of 
only one bid for Garbage Removal, and the bid being $705.00 
higher than the previous year. 

We were a member of the Penobscot Valley Regional Plan- 
ning Commission this past year. This organization is in the 
process of doing several studies of the participating communi- 
ties as to how they can be of more help to the area. 

I feel that the people of Bradley should realize that our tax 
assessment structure should be improved. To do this, the Select- 
men have included an article in this year’s warrant, to have the 
town mapped and surveyed. This is the first part of having a 
revaluation done. The assessors of the past year are attending 
a ten week course on assessment practices at the Eastern Maine 
Vocational Training Institute in Bangor. 

The chairman of the Board of Selectmen would like to express 
his appreciation for the cooperation he has received from the 
members of his board, the tax collector, and the town clerk and 
treasurer. Also thanks to the superintendent of schools and the 
school board for their cooperation and help. I would also like | 
to say thank you to the town’s people for the help and coopera- 
tion to make this a successful year.

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To the Residents of the Town of Bradley: 


Readers of these comments are usually concerned with children 
and taxes, hopefully in that order. Therefore, both subjects de- 
serve attention. 


The children in the Viola Rand School are typical of those 
found throughout our State. The introduction this year of a 
second Teacher Aide has released Mrs. LaBree to spend almost 
full time helping children. This individual and small group at- 
tention is a big help. The University of Maine in conjunction 
with the Bradley School Committee will put a Rural Improvement 
Project (R.L.P.) into operation at the beginning of the next school 
year. Benefits from this program have already been noticed. 
Mrs. LaBree has been given an opportunity to study in Orono 
in Teacher Training and she may be available as an associate 
teacher upon completion of this work. Individual testing of pupils 
will be much more extensive and at no added expense. The re- 
sultant individual scholastic programming should cut down on 
frustration and failure among pupils. Nobody does all things 
equally well, and a school geared to allow for individual differ- 
ences should be a real step ahead. 


You will have noted a $4,000 decrease in request for local 
property tax dollars. Consultation with some local residents dur- 
ing the early days of budget formation was helpful. Factors af- 
fecting the budget included salary discussions with the Union 
#90 Teachers Club Salary Committee. The Legislature passed 
a Collective Bargaining Law for all public employees including 
teachers. This means that towns no longer tell teachers what 
they are going to be paid but enter into negotiations on salaries 
and working conditions. Bradley is fortunate in having good re- 
lations with the teachers. This is due largely to the wisdom and 
reasonable approach of your School Committee as well as the 
common sense of the teachers involved. Below are some salary 
scales for next year showing beginning and top salaries for teach- 
ers with bachelors degrees: 


Bradley, Milford, Greenbush $6,000 - $8,916 


Brewer $6,000 - $9,773 
Bangor $6,200 - $9,620 
Medway $6,800 - $9,920 
Orono $6,200 - $9,300 


Lee $6,200 - $9,164 
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Milo $6,200 - $9,300 
Searsport $6,200 - $9,050 


It is an error on two counts to argue that Bradley should not 
be compared to bigger towns and cities. First, we compete for 
the same teachers. Second, Bradley receives a much higher pro- 
portion of school subsidies from the State than does a richer town. 
You will note in the new budget that, of a total of $173,000, the 
Town is asked to supply $75,000 or about 43% from new prop- 
erty taxes. Comparatively, the very wealthy towns in Maine have 
to supply more than 80% of school budgets from their local prop- 
erty taxes. 

In a personal sense, it is with regret that I see Richard Petrie 
retiring from your School Committee. You have had many, very 
good Committee members in the past. Generally, it takes time 
for a new member to learn the intricacies of the job just as it 
does on a Selectmen’s board. I have found John Barker a 
pleasure to work with: his grasp of the First Selectman’s work 
is solid and he is not hesitant to inquire about school matters. 
In view of the competent leadership your Town has, it seems 
odd that the Town Meeting action on a school budget is always 
a traumatic event. It really is peculiar to elect the quality of 
leaders you have and then turn around and doubt their budgets. 
It is clear that the Silent Majority is favorable to the school pro- 
gram: is it that the Noisy Minority really do not trust their own 
fellow townsmen they have elected to do the job? Historically, 
it is any citizen’s right to question but when the questioning 
process becomes venal and caustic, no good purpose is served. 


There would appear to be no connection between Scenes for 
Teens and your School. It is wonderful to see the job done in 
the Town Hall by both generations cooperatively. The younger 
generation should take great pride and all those involved deserve 
the thanks of the Town. Our freshman class in Old Town placed 
one-third of its membership on the honor roll and almost all of 
this group is in the college course. The conclusion to be drawn 
is that Bradley has able students and junior citizens. Too often 
we hear of the troublemakers: too seldom we have the per- 
spective to see what a special asset the next generation is.

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Report of Nursing Service 


TO THE TOWN OF BRADLEY 
MARCH 1, 1969 TO MARCH 1, 1970 


The health and social needs of Bradley appear to be more 
easily met. The community is more aware of the resources 
available. The most important point, however, seems to be the 
increase in the ability of the people to meet their own needs. 
This fact is not always dependable but at least this phenomenon 
is beginning to be noticeable. 


Under school nursing, physical examinations were given to the 
students in the sixth grade. This is a new program implemented 
for the first time this year. The entire student body had vision 
tests. Several students were found who are in need of further 
visual evaluation. It appears as a result of this program more 
students are wearing glasses. Students in kindergarten through 
grade two were screened for possible hearing loss by means of 
the audiometer hearing test. Several preschool children attended 
the Head Start Program for six weeks during the Summer months. 


Control of communicable disease was accomplished by im- 
munizing preschoolers against diphtheria, smallpox, whooping 
cough and tetanus. Several patients are participating in the 
chemoprophylactic program against tuberculosis. During the Fall 
months, teachers and school personnel are offered vaccine to com- 
bat influenza. 


Health guidance calls to several homes resulted in cooperation 
between local agencies in an effort to make homebound patients 
more comfortable to function within the community. 


Several meetings were attended by the public health nurses 
in an effort to avail themselves of newer methods and ideas 
to create a more healthy community both physically and mentally. 


Mary R. Beal, R.N., joined the nursing staff of Community 
Health Services in September. She is a graduate of the Lankenau 
School of Nursing, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. Mrs. Beal has 
continued her education since graduation, taking courses at the 
University of Pennsylvania and the University of Maine. During 
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the Summer of 1969 Mrs. Beal was on the staff of the Mt. Desert 
Hospital, Bar Harbor, Maine. 
Community Health Services wishes to thank the entire com- 
munity of Bradley for their cooperation in making the community 
a better place in which to live.

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COMMENTS 


The financial results of the year have been favorable with the 
cash position growing from a reasonably good balance to a strong 
position. To be realistic, the principal contribution to this posi- 
tion was from the taxpayers themselves, who accepted at annual 
town meeting the consequences of a reduced school subsidy, then 
in prospect, and later voted to apply an additional $8,732.88 re- 
ceived in cash from the State to the 1970-71 school revenue; this 
cash continues to be on hand and should at least level off the 
1970-71 school budget. The tax revenue for the sidewalk adja- 
cent to the new bridge also remains in the checking account 
pending actual construction. 


The amount appropriated from surplus was a careful measure- 
ment of what could be expected from unappropriated revenue 
that would restore the surplus to its original position, which is 
a very sound and commendable policy; the results were reason- 
ably within expectations. In the departmental operations how- 
ever, out of the $1,000.00 appropriated from surplus for town poor 
only $20.00 was expended. In total the unexpended balances 
were $3,600.62 in contrast to $956.78 in overdrafts which explains 
the unexpected increase in your surplus. 


New and very important changes are now in effect that justi- 
fies a review of the long established policy of granting tax dis- 
counts. It is well remembered that about forty years ago there 
were towns in which taxes were not so easy to collect, the cash 
on hand was very low and school subsidy was not received until 
the month of December. The granting of discounts was a com- 
mon practice, on the theory that adding more than one percent 
to everyones tax bill was cheaper than interest. With the re- 
covery in economy and a portion of the school subsidy received 
in September, the disadvantage of a gift to non-resident taxpay- 
ers, who pay promptly regardless of discounts, caused this prac- 
tice to diminish. The amount of cash inflow already received 
since the close of the books and the amount that is expected to 
be derived from the new policy of monthly school subsidy re- 
ceipts at the time the 1970 tax bills are ready should be avail- 
able to the voters at the annual meeting. With one-third of the 
fiscal year already passed there is only a minor element of pre- 
payment when asked to pay in the month of July.
